PROGRAM:  AUTOMATING  YOUR  LIBRARY 


The  Palm  Beach  County  Library  Association  will  be 
hosting  a  joint  meeting  with  the  Educational  Media 
Association  of  Palm  Beach  County  Wednesday,  November  18th.  at 
2:00  p.m.  The  program  will  be  a  discussion  of  C0ALA 
(Cooperative  Authority  for  Library  Automation)  and  the  Sirsi 
Unicorn  System. 

The  directors  of  each  library  within  CO ALA  (West 
Palm  Beach,  Delray  Beach,  and  Boynton  Beach)  will  discuss 
various  phases  of  library  automation  :  Virginia  Farace, 

Boynton  Beach  City  Library,  will  present  an  overview  of  C0ALA 
and  library  automation;  Leslie  Stickland,  Delray  Beach  City 
Library,  will  discuss  the  legal  aspects  of  running  a 
cooperative;  and  Pete  Daniels,  West  Palm  Beach  Library,  will 
discuss  what  is  involved  in  the  conversion  process  and 
different  methods  to  go  about  it. 

John  Freda  of  Central  Audio  Visual  Co.  will  be 
providing  equipment  which  will  project  the  computer  monitor 
onto  a  large  screen,  thus  allowing  everyone  to  see  Sirsi 
Unicorn  System  demonstrated. 

The  Boynton  Beach  City  Library  has  just  begun 
construction  of  a  new  16,000  square  feet  addition  and  parking 
spaces  are  at  a  premium.  PBCLA  members  are  requested  to  park 
in  the  two  lots  east  of  the  library  on  the  opposite  side  of 
the  tennis  courts  or  in  the  Civic  Center  lot  north  of  the 
library.  This  will  allow  the  parking  lot  next  to  the  building 
to  be  used  for  short  term  parking  by  library  patrons.
